New Airplane Device 

Bombay Engineer Evolves System 
For Reducing Landing Speed 
Aeronautical research engineer for 

the Indian government. Phiroze E>. 

Nazir conferred with officials of the 
British commonwealth air training 
plan in regard to a device to de¬ 
crease the landing speed of fast air¬ 
craft. 

The 32-year-old Bombay engineer 
described his device as a cut slot and 
flap ill the trailing edge of an air¬ 
craft wing. Its function would be 
to act as an air brake when lowered 
into position for a landing. Simi¬ 
larly, the flap would give increased 
lifting power for aircraft taking off 
from confined areas.

Deputy Minister for Air Gave In¬ 
spiring Address to Canadian 

Weekly Newspaper Ex¬ 
ecutive 

A visit to Ottawa gives a more 
vivid impression that Canada is 
at war than is experienced by peo¬ 
ple living further inland on the 
prairies. Uniforms of the air 
force, the artillery, infantry of 
the line, and an occasional sailor 
abound; veterans of the last war, 
betokened by the ribbons on 
their tunics, and young men start¬ 
ing on their first real adventure, 
this grim business of war of 
totalitarianism versus democracy. 
They are seen on every train, east 
and west, some going down to east¬ 
ern training camps, others coming 
west to train recruits at the vari¬ 
ous centres that are being estab¬ 
lished for the duration. 

That the air force is playing a 
very important part in Canada’s 
war effort is plainly evident by 
the number of men in the natty 
blue uniform now so familiar. 

The British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan is a joint effort by 
Great Britain, Australia, New 
Zealand and Canada to set up in 
this Dominion facilities to train, 
in the advanced stages, and in the 
most economic and efficient man¬ 
ner, the personnel of their res¬ 
pective air forces in order to fit 
them to take up service overseas 
in defence of our common heritage 
of freedom and democracy. 

It will provide our Empire with 
an ever ilrereasing flow of highly 
trained pilots, air observers, and 
air gunners, trained under 
ditions well removed from the in¬ 
terruptions and difficulties inher¬ 
ent to present war conditions in 
the mother country or on the con¬ 
tinent of Europe. Over 40,000 
officers, airmen and civilians will 
be required to man the various 
schools, equipment depots, repair 
depots and other units. 

It was the writer’s privilege to 
hear an address by James S. Dun¬ 
can, acting deputy minister of 
national defence for Air Services, 
to the executive of Canadian Week¬ 
ly Newspapers Association at the 
Chateau Laurier last Friday, and 
also the honor of being seated next 
to Honorary Air Marshal W. A. 
Bishop, V.C., A.F.C., D.F.C. 
at which some idea of the magni¬ 
tude of the task in which the Em¬ 
pire and Canada is involved, 
vividly impressed. 

High ranking officers of the 
Royal Air Force of Great Britain 
and New Zealand were present to 
hear the address, and they will 
form part of the personnel under 
the training scheme. Among the 
principal units which go to make 
up the scheme will be four training 
commands situated respectively at 
Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and 
Regina. Other details of the train¬ 
ing plan were given by Mr. Dun¬ 
can, in his first e public address 
since taking office about four| 
weeks ago, and he paid a fine trib¬ 
ute to Canada’s arimen and to Air 
Marshal Bishop, in the following 
words: 

“When at Camp Borden a couple 
of weeks ago I had the privilege 
of sitting beside, that legendary 
figure—Air Marshal W. A. Bishop, 
V.C., D.S.O. with bar, M.C., D.F.C. 
Chevalier de Legion d’Honneur, 
Croix de Guerre with Palm, etc. 
and thought to myself: Thank God 
that this man who fought in 
air fights in the last war and has 
72 enemy planes to his official 
credit should have been spared 
be with us in this present struggle, 
to inspire us with his example, and 
to point the way towards those 
heights of heroism of which a 
grateful nation is so righly 
proud!” 

“Most people are inclined to 
think that bygone days were bet¬ 
ter ones and that the deeds of 
valor performed in the past will 
not be equalled again. I do not 
share this viewpoint. I believe, on 
the contrary, that the young man¬ 
hood of Canada today is in every 
way equal, and in some respects 
superior, in their training at least, 
to those who went overseas in the 
World Wan of 1914-18. 


“There will be other Bishops, 
other Barkers and other Collin- 
shaws among them, others whose 
names will become famous the 
world over; others, who in fighting 
for the preservation of things 
which are nearest and dearest to 
us, will earn the eternal gratitude 
of the people of this country.

The idea is that anybody who

The country needs the money, 
either in taxes or in borrowings 
to pay the costs of war from day 
to day. This does not mean that 
business should halt. It does not 
mean that anybody’s standard of 
living should be reduced. It means 
that nobody’s standard of living— 
except those on relief or below the 
subsistence line—should be in¬ 
creased. Millions of peoplie, liv¬ 
ing on a normal scale, can raise 
a staggering problem if they all 
suddenly start living on an ab¬ 
normal scale and buying abnor¬ 
mally. If they do so, they simply 
prevent the national machinery 
from giving its utmost to the most 
vital of all purposes—the war for 
our freedom and our very exist¬ 
ence.

By long odds the highlight of 
the meeting of officers and direc¬

a free democracy. It was a high 
compliment to our profession and 
to our organization. It was a dem¬ 
onstration of extraordinary con¬ 
fidence and it will not be abused, 

So we are not going to tell you 
what these high officers on the I 
financial front of Canada’s war I 
effort said to us—but we can tell 
tell you without quoting anybody, 
some of the things we now know. 

Colonel Ralston and his aides, 
seven days and nights a week, are 
steadfastly toiling away to make 
sure that Canada acquits herself 
nobly and ably in this war. The 
picture of men giving themselves 
to the service of this country with¬ 
out stint, enslaved and worn by 
the tremendous effort of the task, 
patriotically striving to determine 
and raise the costs and to conduct 
affairs so that there shall be econ¬ 
omic stability after the war, is 
most inspiring. We paint that pic¬ 
ture to our readers, regardless of 
politics, in all good conscience. 
Our peep behind the scenes 
ables us to say without reserve 
that Canada’s wartime financial 
administration is in good sound, 
safe, able and patriotic hands. Ohe 
thing that Colonel Ralston did, 
which raised us to the heights, was 
to expand upon just what “free¬ 
dom” means.

Ai announced by the Minister of Finance, the Foreign Exchange Acquisi¬ 
tion Order, 1940, has been enacted by Order-in-Council under the authority 
of the War Measures Act. 

Unless exempted by the Order, every resident of Canada who, on May 
1st, 1940, has any foreign currency in his possession, ownership or control, 
whether in Canada or outside Canada, is required forthwith to sell such 
foreign currency to an Authorized Dealer (i.e. a branch of a chartered 
bank) for payment in Canadian dollars at the official buying rate of the 
Foreign Exchange Control Board. 

“Foreign currency”, for the purposes of the Order, means any cur¬ 
rency (excluding coin) other than Canadian currency and includes bank 
notes, postal notes, money orders, cheques, travellers’ cheques, prepaid let¬ 
ters of credit, bank drafts and other similar instruments payable in any 
currency other than Canadian currency, and also includes any amount in 
foreign currency of which a resident has a right to obtain payment by rea¬ 
son of a deposit, credit or balance of any kind at or with a bank, savings 
bank, trust company, loan company, stockbroker, investment dealer or 
other similar depository. 

The Order does not require the sale of any foreign securities. 

The Order does not affect any foreign currency, deposit or securities 
of any non-resident of Canada and for greater certainty the Order ex¬ 
pressly declares that a non-resident visiting Canada for business or pleas¬ 
ure for a period or periods not exceeding six months in the year continues 
to be a non-resident for the purposes of the Order unless such person 
enters or has entered Canada with the intention of becoming a permanent 
resident. 

No resident is required to sell any foreign currency if he satisfies 
the Foreign Exchange Control Board that he held such foreign currency 
on May 1st, 1940, solely as trustee or agent for a non-resident and that 
the non-resident’s interest therein had not been acquired from a resident 
since September 15th, 1939, except in a manner approved by the Board. 

Under certain conditions stipulated in Section 1 (b) of the Order, 
a resident who is not a Canadian citizen may be granted exemption, but 
only after application for exemption is approved by the Board. 

No life insurance company incorporated in Canada is required by the 
Order to sell any foreign currency which it needs for the purpose of carry¬ 
ing on its business outside Canada. 

Further particulars may be obtained from branches of chartered 
banks. Any resident who has any foreign currency in his possession, 
ownership or control on May 1st, 1940, regardless of amount, should con¬ 
sult his bank at once in order to ascertain the extent to which he is 
affected by the Order.
